In reply to the Advisory Action dated, July 21, 2006, and in further reply to the Office 
Action dated March 6, 2006, reconsideration and allowance of the above-identified 
application are respectfully requested. 

With respect to the Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed April 20, 2006, the 
undersigned confirms that European Patent Application Publication 1 107 068 A2 is 
equivalent to Korean patent document KP 2001-0051996 (reference Dl from the Korean 
Office Action submitted with the April 20, 2006 IDS) and European Patent Application 
Publication 0 866 374 A2 is equivalent to Korean patent document KP 1998-080359 
(reference D2 from the Korean Office Action). 

It is respectfully noted that EP 1 107 068 A2 is equivalent to U.S. Patent 6,593,585 
(note that both documents claim priority to European Application 99204043), which was 
submitted with the IDS filed with the application on April 14, 2004. U.S. Patent 6,593,585 
was considered by the Examiner on October 29, 2005. 

It is further respectfully noted that EP 0 866 374 A2 is equivalent to U.S. Patent 
6,490,025 (note that both documents claim priority to Japanese Applications 9-83243 and 9- 
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96450), which was also submitted with the April 14, 2004 IDS and considered by the 
Examiner on October 29, 2005. 

The third document from the Korean Office Action, Japanese Unexamined Patent 
Application Publication (Kokai) 2002-033274 (Oshida et al., published January 31, 2002) 
was submitted with the IDS filed August 12, 2005, and considered by the Examiner on 
October 29, 2005. 

It is respectfully submitted that all three references from the Korean Office Action 
have already been submitted by Applicants and considered by the Examiner. 

It is respectfully submitted that the Amendment filed July 5, 2006 was fully 
responsive to the March 6, 2006 Office Action and placed the application in condition for 
allowance. Accordingly, it respectfully submitted that no fee is due for submission of this 
response.
